SUGGESTED NEW 
SCHEMES, 


An. interesting discussion took 
Place at the annual mecting of the 
Peak Residents’ Association, ‘held 
at the Peak Club last nisht, upon 
the congestion on the Peak Trams. 
The Colonial Secretary (the Hon. 
Mr. AG. Ml Fleteher C.M.G.) 
spoke of the difficulty of the pro- 
blem and gave information an the 
various schemes which aro under 
consideration by the .Government.

After "the notice convening the 
meeting had been read by the Hon. 
Secretary (Mr. BE. B. C. Hornell), 
the Chairman said: 

Ladies and Gentlemen.—I: very 
much regret the delay in getting 
out our first annual repert, also 
the necessity of having to postpone 
this meeting, which was originally 
called for the 5th April. 

The work, however, of compihng 
the report in’ our. bands was a 
good deal more arduous than was 
at first anticipated by the Hon. 
Secretary, and his troubles were 
further increased by a breakdown 
of the machinery whilst printing. 
I therefore trust you will accept 
this explanation and be lenient.

Mr. §<L A: Nisbet drew attention 
toa what" he described as “a very 
urgent question’ —the congestion on 
the trams—~and. asked whether any 
members of the audience could con- 
tribute any useful suggestions 
whereby this could be avoided. 

. The Chairman mentioned that the 
Association had not tackled the 
question offitially. He thought, 
however, the Hon Mr. Fletcher 
might be able to give them some 
information on the matter. , 

The Hon, Mr. A.-G. Mf. Fletcher 
said it would be of great assistance 
to the Government to have ‘the 
views of the Association and Peak 
residents generally who .wete 1n-| 
terested in the, question’’ The mat 
ter had” been before the Town 
Planning Committee for o long time 
and they were going further into 
it at their méeting on Friday. The 
problem was -an extraordinarily. 
diffcult one, and they had hoped 
until recently that they had solved 
it The suggestion was to run two 
trams—trains from the present top 
station down to somewhere about 
the May Road level, with no cross 
ing over, but siinply sida by side, 
and similar’ trams to the bettom of 
Battery Path in Ice House Street

The line had been surveyed and-had 
been found to be quite feasible ex- 
cept for the cross over-at May Road 
station, There could be a five 
minutes service from both ends 
The idea was that the cars should 
carry 6 passengers and, of course, 
there would be a cross over. The 
objection had been raised that’ the 
Passengers coming and going from 
the halfway level would crowd out 
the Peak residents, but that, he 
thought, was a ‘minor point. which 
might .casily be put right by the 
issue of seat tickets. The. reai 
difficulty was the crossing aver on 
a very steep gradient. They were 
informed that it was almost im- 
possible to get over that difficulty. 
Wanchai Gap Tram. 
Proceeding, Mr. Fletcher ‘said 
there was the further question ot 
the ‘Wanchai Gap tram, which the 
(sovernment had had under con- 
sideration for some three or four 
years “The main objection to. that. 
was that it landed them atthe back 
of Queen’s Road East, a long way 
from the centre of the town, and not 
even on the tramlines. It would be 
somewhere near the Wanchai Mar- 
ket in a poor part of Chinatown, and 
in wet weather it would be a mat 
of some’ difficulty to get into the 
business quarter, As an alternative 
to that, the Government had Had 
uoder consideration a better and 
more direct route going thréugh the 
middle of the military lands, nearly 
opposite the Naval Yard gate, run- 
ning straight up, nearly. touching 
Magazine Gap and going on to 
Wanchai Gap. That, of course, 
could not be done until the military 
lands were first made available. A 
third) suggestion, Mr. Findley 
Smith’s scheme, Mr. Fletcher said, 
was a tramway from the bottom 27f

Jiramway. The other point was that 
they, should endeavour to overeame 
the mechanical objections to * the 
present tramway. They all of them 
wanted to ste.o Cat “which would 
carry more people, and to the lay 
mind it seemed almost incredible 
that sach a difficulty could not be 
overcome. * 

Hon. Mr. Fletcher explained that 
the mechanical dithculty could be 
overcome if residents were content 
with o lessening of the present 
spect. That was really the diff. 
culty. The services in Switzerland 
and America had been studied and 
he knew of no cvustry in the 
world where trams carrying the 
same number. ot passengers 
ran at the same rate of speed as 
the Peak trams. 

Torrist Parties. 

Mr. H. A. Nott expressed ‘the 
opinion that if the trams could be 
increased to accommodate another 
12 or 15 passengers they would be 
able to meet the requirements for 
the next few years, He gathered 
that there were very great, if net 
insuperable, difficulties in doing 
this; but he swught that if they 
were tackled seriously they could 
be got over. . The question had

The Chairman pointed out that 
One diffenlty which would be ex- 
perienced in regard to a nan-stop 
tram woukl be by people going from 
the Peak only down to Bowen Road. 
Tt would mean that they would have 
to ga right down to the bottom or 
wait far a tram which stopped at 
the halt ; 

Hon. Mr. Parr said that residents 
who did’ nat wish to travel right 
down would have to walt for the 
other cars.

Disgraceful Scramble. - 

Hoo. Mr AUG. M. Fletcher 
thought the Company might con. 
sider a scheme of issuing tickets 
to passengers as they arrived. “It 
is perfectly disgraceful the scram- 
bling pnd pushing thac gues on 
some occasions.

He though that if the Store was 
opened half an hour earlier it would 
make all the, differeice in the 
majority of cases, « 

Mr. Hornell mentioned that he 
had discussed the matter with both 
Mr. Bridger and Mr. Stevenson. 
There was considerable difficulty 
in opening before, 8 o’clock because |. 
‘the Dairy Farm men had to get 
lover from Kowloon. Fish could 
not be obtained from the. market 
until 10 o’clock, and as eggs and 
bacon and practically anything else 
required for the breakfast table 
could: be obtained when the Store 
opened, there ought not to be any 
great difficulty about it, | 

This was all the business. 


PROPERTY VALUES. 


More Expert Evidence 


Interesting ‘evidence on property 
values in Hongkong was gived 
yesterday afternoon im the Chinese 
partnership diepute pow being. beard 
by the Chief Justice (Sie William 
Ilees Davies). The plaintiff in the 
action alleges that two bouses in 
Gilman's Bazaar io which be was 
interected wers sold at a gross 
undervaluation by the defendant, 
the managing partner. The sum 
of $34 000 wan received for. the 
property and the. plaintift’ 's conten- 
‘tion is that this is about $20,000 


less than the actual market value. 


‘The principal witness “yesterday 
was Mr. Colbaurne. Little, 
F.B.LB.A., of the fires of Messrs 
Little, Adams ard Wood, architects 
and civil engiveers. Examined by 
Mr. Eldon Potter, - counsel for the 
plaintiff, he estirnated the value of 
the property in dispute at $0,000. 
He considered that sales of a 
similar clas’ of | neighbouring 
property over 6 certain period gave 

fair index of the market price. Mr. 
Little gave, the following” salés. ‘of 
similar property in the same street. 
House number one was in 
December, 1922, for $24,5007 house 
number 13 ia December. 1021, for 
£26,000; hovée number 21 in Joly, 
1922, for $25,500; howse number 
97 in March, 1921, for $21,000, .and 
a half share of house pumber 41,in 
July, 1822, fo#: $18; 000, <° This 
gave an _avernge price of $24, 50, 


Tf two houses were sald: riers! 
one as a ahop-and the other ar 
a gcedown, as in the present case, it 
was only reasonable to expect to 
get another $1,000. This would 
give an average: of $25, O00 per 
house. 


When Experts Diragree. 

Mr. Eldon Patter: You bave 
been informed, and no doubt you 
have read it in the papers, thas 
Mr. H.W. Bird has valued these 
house at $15,000 each. Would you 
call that the market valuation or 
the security valuation? 

Witness: I cannot answer ‘that 
very well. 

Do you agree with bis valustion? 
—No, I donot agree with his 
valuation. 

Is your own figure. of $50,000 
based’ on what you consider to be 
the market value at that time?— 
Yes, 5 

To cross-examination by Mr. F. 
C. Jenkin. counsel tor the -defen- 
dant, Mr. Little said he was aware 
that clfarges of having fraudulent- 
ly sald the property at a gross un- 
dervalue on January I1th, 1021, 
had been made ayainst the defen- 
dant. 

Mr. Jenkin: You vill therefore 
agree With me that you must yadge 
bis cunduct by the position ‘of the 
market on that date’ 

- Witness: Yes. 

One of the methods of arriving 
at the market velue of the proper- 
ty, the witnecs said, was to tnhe 
the actual sales over a period and]. 
strike on average. The witness 
Was quite prepared to accept Mr. 
Jenkin’s sugyestion that no sales
